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Steeped in the glamour and tradition of the old south, cast iron verandas by 
HINDERER'S IRON WORKS have graced the plantation honnes and town houses 
of the most discriminating since the early days of the war between the states. 

The best in tradition and design of old New Orleans cast iron lace work, is em- 
bodied in the patterns illustrated on the succeeding plates. These designs are not 
copies or adaptations of nineteenth century iron work, but are produced from orig- 
inal patterns, many of which have been in our possession for over half a century. 

Today we are making cast iron lace work of a character that has appealed to the 
taste of a critical clientele for more than seventy-five years. Slaves no longer tend 
the forges, but the same attention to detail that has made the old iron verandas of 
New Orleans justly famous, is still apparent in our work. 

Years of effort have resulted in the accumulation of what we believe to be the 
best and most complete collection of cast iron veranda patterns available today. 
Experience has proved that the adaptation of these patterns to modern architec- 
tural design is both practical and effective; and it is with the hope of preserving 
a truly American contribution to architecture, that we present our portfolio of or- 
namental cast iron.
